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The Scandal at The Athletic Depart- 
ment: 
Negligence and Extreme Prejudice

The Laurentian Athletic Advisory Committee Report looks 
as if it has been written entirely by the two basketball coaches, 
Peter Ennis and Peter Campbell, to orchestrate public opinions 
and student views. 

In fact, if you follow the dates in the report; the members of 
the committee were actually picked after the report was com- 
pleted. This is just a relatively small example of the errors and 
oversights that riddle this report, these include the member selec- 
tion process and the functioning of the committee. 

The criteria used by this committee for deciding the cuts 
were reasonable access to facilities, availability of quality coach- 
ing, cultural relevance, community interests, impact on the varsity 
program, cost, availability of student athletes, ability to compete, 
student interest and ability to host home competitions. 

The committee right from the original notion of its creation 
has been shrouded in a veil of secrecy. The student body could 
be informed about the committee only through personal leaks and 
rumors. This is certainly far from the idea of having decisions 
openly arrived at. Dr. R. Wallingford, member of the L.U. faculty 
and the ex-coach of the Track Team was seriously alarmed at the 
shady approach of handling this matter. "If this is a serious 
organization than it should be functioning openly and publicly!" 

The leaked copy of the report made it to the office of 
Lambda. It shows very serious oversights in all aspects of it's 
content. Rick Carleton, the coach of the Track team has no 
illusions about its relevance. "If it we re a scientific study the results 
would be invalid and unreliable". 

Yet, there are no illusions in the athletic world of L.U.. There 
were definite recommendations made to cut the Track team and 
evaluate the functioning of the Hockey team. 

Mark Dewan, currently ranked 6th nationally in the 3000 m. 
is rather paranoid about the intentions of the athletic department. 
He was against protesting aggressively. "They're looking for a 
reason to cut our team", he stated without illusions. 

The blatant aggression against the team and its members 
is not a novelty. The executive of the athletic department, has had 
an ax to grind with the track team for quite some time . There is little 
record of the personal politicking within the department. However, 
one recorded incident does illustrate the relations and the shape 
it has taken since. 

In 1988, Peter Campbell was chosen to deal with the 
organizers of the World Junior Track & Field Championships over 
the man with the obvious credentials and talent to handle this job 
Ron Wallingford. Wallingford organized among others, the mara- 
thon in the 1976 Montreal Olympics. Instead results at the World 
Juniors were several hundred thousand dollars lost. It is clear that 
Campbell did not profit from it. However, this did not particularly 
injure Campbell's reputation. It did createthe illusion that the sport 
of Track and Field is a wasted cause with a high price tag to prove 
it. 

This illusion did not help now retired university coach 
Wallingford. Nor has it made the work of Carleton, the current L.U. 
Track coach, any easier. This illusion has also remained persist- 
ent in the report of the Athletic Advisory Committee.

$5.00 increase to our levy. 



This $5.00 increase that we 
are asking for is incomparable to 
other increases, increases that 
you have little or no control over 
(ie: tuition hikes). We are asking 
the students of the SGA to make 
their decision. Do you want a 
quality paper or not? 

You may ask yourself, why 
should I give Lambda more 
money? What have they done for 
mel Well in order to answer that, 
I must give you an idea of what we 
are planning to do. 

Lambda would like to head 
towards publishing twice a week. 
This process will be a very gradual 
one, however we would like to 
begin the process next fall. Our 
plan would be to publish one extra 
edition per month. This extra put>- 
lication would be a features edi- 
tion, where all editorial sections 
would be responsible for a spe- 
cific feature.

LamtxJa would also like to 
add to the paper's physical look.

These too have 
been frozen since 1987. We 
are currently the university's top 
employer of students, arid with 
cutbacks in OSAP and other 
grants it is not only good, but 
essential that we offer students 
a chance to earn money, and 
get valuable work experience at 
the same time. 

If the SGA board decides 
to allow Lambda on its voting 
ballot, it will be up to the SGA 
students as to whether or not 
Lambda should get this $5.00 
increase in their levy. We can 
only promise you that Lambda 
will strive to be the best univer- 
sity press in Canada.

An AIDS and lifestyle survey 
of Ontario Natives conducted by 
tfie University of Toronto and Na- 
tive groups has found an alarm- 
ingly low awareness of the dis- 
ease among Natives. 

Published this month, the re- 
port found that 71 per cent of 
Ontario Natives were certain they 
would never get AIDS, although 
only 15 per cent of the men said 
they used condoms consistently. 

Knowledge of AIDS and its 
prevention was lowest in the north, 
where 45 per cent of Natives had 



never heard of AIDS, compared 
to 1 7 per cent throughout the prov- 
ince. 

'The findings suggest that the 
population of this study does have 
less knowledge of AIDS than the 
general population," said Ted 
Myers, an associate professor at 
U of T's department of health ad- 
ministration and director of the 
study. 

The two-year, $400,000 study 
interviewed 658 residents from 
1 1 reserves throughout Ontario. It 
was a collaboration between the 
university, individual Native treaty 



organizations, band councils, and 
health workers. 

Myers said the results have 
raised concern over the potential 
for widespread transmission of 
AIDS in remote Native communi- 
ties. 

"As long as people have mul- 
tiple sex partners, and safe sex is 
not being practiced, then the po- 
tential for the spread of the virus is 
there," he told reporters at a news 
conference. 

Myers estimated that 2 1 2 peo- 
ple living on reserves have been 
infected by HIV — the vims that 
causes AIDS — but says the 
'number could be higher because 
of a lack of testing. 

"Less than half a per cent 
reported that they were HIV anti- 
body positive," he said. "But in a 
population of 45,000, the number 
is not small." 

Allan roy, a director with the 
Chiefs of Ontario, says low aware- 
ness of AIDS in northern Native 
communities could be the result 
of having educational literature 
available only in English, and not 
in Ojibwa or Cree. 

"As a result, many consider it 
a white man's disease, and part of 
a lifestyle of western society," he 
said. 

Cathryn George, health di- 
rector for the Association of 
Iroquois and Allied Indians, said 
she hopes the results of the study 
will pressure the government to 
act on its plans to develop "cultur- 
ally sensitive" AIDS education pro- 
grams for Native people.

Development on Trial

We live in an age of global 
crisis. War, unemployment, pov- 
erty and hunger are everyday re- 
alities fornrost of the world's popu- 
lation.

It is time to reexamine devel- 
opment in a rapidly changing 
world. That is why, to commemo- 
rate International Development 
Week (Febmary 1 to 7), Village 
International Sudbury (VIS) or- 
ganized a workshop entitled De- 
velopment on Trial. It featured 
Brenda Rosenbaum from Guate- 
mala, Director of Mayan Hands, a 
program to open markets for 
Mayan Indians working in artisan 
cooperatives in Guatemala and 
Mexico. 

As you enjoy your coffee from 
Colombia or clothes from Guate- 
mala, do you ever wonder... Who 
picked those beans? Who made 
that shirt? How much of my money 



reaches them? Do they really have 
a chance at a better life? Do we 
really have a choice in our trade 
with them? 

As a global education centre 
and an alternative trading organi- 
sation, we at VIS feel it is impor- 
tant to raise awareness about the 
needs of Third World artisans, the 
importance of fair trade and the 
cultural and artistic value of their 
products. It is time to look at how 
we deal with Third World produc- 
ers, the price we pay for their 
comnrrodities and who benefits 
from that trade. We believe what 
we need is more fair trade not free 
trade! Development must serve 
the needs of humanity and the 
survival of the planet and not sim- 
ply be the instmments with which 
the wealthy and powerful gain 
more wealth and power. X 




cerned now because everything 
is documented. Ourbehaviourhas 
to change and that doesn't hap- 
pen overnight." 

Roy says it will be a challenge 
to keep AIDS out of Native com- 
munities, but he's confident it's 
within the scope of community 
wori<ers. He says the first step 
has already been taken by the 
researchers who were involved in 
the study. 

Praising them for their "pio- 
neer approach, Roy said they 
went back to each community they 
studied and explained the results. 

George said that was a wel- 
come change. 

"This report is different. In the 
past we've had researchers show 
up in our communities and never 
return with their findings, which 
are used in part to stigmatize the 
lifestyle of a proud people," she 
said. 

Roy was also pleased with 
the success of the research col- 
laboration between U of T and the 
Native organizations. 



Although it's not the first time 
a university has worked with Na- 
tive groups, he says it's one of the 
most successful. 

"We had a chance to add abo- 
riginal comments — our interpre- 
tations and perspectives — to the 
report every step of the way. It 
really represents a nnodel for not 
only future activities at U of T, but 
possible to other universities in 
Canada," Roy said. 

Myers said the study is an 
example of the need for further 
cross-cultural research. He 
commends the university for its 
initiative in participating in the 
project, but he believes that other 
universities should become in- 
volved as well. 

"There needs to be more uni- 
versity support of faculty involve- 
ment in cross-cultural and com- 
munity-based research because 
it's more time-consuming. But the 
need for this research must first 
be understood, and not all facul- 
ties have that understanding.

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Laurentian Redefines its Priorities for the Next 30 Years

"Laurentian University is a 
comprehensive university serving 
Northeastern Ontario. It is com- 
mitted to bilingualism and dedi- 
cated to both teaching and re- 
search." This is the mission state- 
ment from Laurentian Universi- 
ty's Strategic plan entitled, Lead- 
ership and Opportunity in the 
North. 

The Strategic Plan is a 
document prepared by the Presi- 
dent of the University, Dr. Ross 
Paul, in cooperation with the Stra- 
tegic Plan Steering Committee. 
It's purpose is to establish a vision 
and priorities for Laurentian Uni- 
versity to follow for the next 30 
years. 

Though they are the re- 



sults of different processes, the 
Strategic plan and the Master 
Plan, prepared for the university 
by Castellan and Favot Archi- 
tects Incorporated, are closely tied 
together. 

The Master Plan is actually 
a physical site plan. It will drive 
future building constmction and 
environmental preservation plans 
for the Laurentian campus. In an 
interview on the Strategic Plan, 
Dr. Ross Paul suggested that he 
hoped that be addressing some 
of the problems posed by the 
physical location of the buildings 
on campus, the plan would help to 
create a "common community" 
instead of "separate intellectual 
communities." 

The Strategic Plan allows 
for a review of the current aca- 
demic programs. This is likely to 



provide the most visible changes 
to Laurentian for students. The 
plan states that programs may be 
evaluated according to the new 
"mission and mandate" estab- 
lished by the plan itself. If the 
program is "no longer consistent 
with the University's mission," it 
may be eliminated. Dr. Paul sug- 
gested that with a clearly defined 
mission statement for the Univer- 
sity, it will be "forced to defend 
programs within the terms of the 
Strategic Plan." 

The impetus for creation of 
the Strategic Plan was a consen- 
sus in the University community 
that Laurentian is "stretching 
(itself) too thinly." This means that 
there must be a rTK>re efficient 
distribution of resources within the 
University. Othenwise, Laurentian 
will end up with many mediocre

Another tip is that what are 
considered "Mcjobs" may offerthe 
fastest track to management po- 
sitions simply because you'll beat 
out the competition. Also, 60% of 
all job creation in the last two 
years has been in companies 
employing fewer than 20 people. 
Getting in on the ground floor of a 
fast growing company in medical 
technology, biomedical, commu- 
nications, or computer software 
(who ever heard of Microsoft 15 
years ago?) could be an exciting 
beginning to agreat career,. Home 
service businesses and mail or- 
der are also growing because 
■families have less time to shop 
around. 

It may be necessary and 
desirable in what is becoming a 
global market to develop a love 
for travel, because you may be 
moving from province to province 
or from country to county for the 
work you like best. Check out our 
Information Centre's secttons on 
international jobs and check with 
Placement for the current open- 
ings abroad if you'd like to head 
off now. 

I sometimes feel that some 
students are concerned about 
choosing their occupation be- 
cause they have been led to be- 
lieve that they will be stuck with 
that choice forever, so it had bet- 
ter be the right one. This look into 
the future should come as relief to 
those who fit this description. Your 
career is the ensemble of all the 
work, paid and unpaid, that you 
choose to do throughout your life. 
It is your choice as to who and 
what you want to be at any stage, 
within the necessary constraints 
of the job man^et. For instance, 
there is no tonger a bright future 
for buggy whip or whalebone cor- 
set makers. Start daydreaming 
your future and then t)egin the 
solid research for planning for it.

programs, rather than a few out- 
standing programs. Dr. Paul 
stated that " the worst thing we 
can do is nothing, everything sinks. 
We're picking priorities and going 
with the winners." 

Among other issues 
touched on in the Strategic Plan 
aire those of bilingualism and the 
federated College system. The 
plan commits the University to 
"services to Francophones," reaf- 
firming the University's commit- 
ment to bilingualism. 

As well, the plan provides 
for a committee to be established 
to study the effectiveness of the 
College system. The intention is 
to make the arrangement more 
facilitative to interaction between 
the College communities and the 
University at large. 



As for the implementation 
of the plan, there are measures to 
ensure that it is used to drive 
decision making and short term 
planning. Dr. Paul argued that 
"one of the strengths of the plan is 
that it outlines who is responsi- 
ble..." for carrying out the specific 
tasks delineated in the plan. As 
well, the President of the Univer- 
sity id responsible to the "Board of 
Governors forthe implementation 
of the plan. Dr. Paul recognized 
that he would be "accountable 
publicly a year later" for each year 
that the plan is in existence. 

Currently, the Strategic 
Plan has been passed by the 
University Senate. It is now await- 
ing approval by the Laurentian 
University Board of Governors.

Rod Pasma assures you 
that he's happy to be at 
Laurentian University play- 
ing hockey for the 
Voyageurs but he also 
makes it clear it's not really 
where he wants to be. 
The 6-5, 225-pounder, if he 
had his way, would much 
rather be earning a living at 
some level in professional 
hockey. 

Less than three years ago, 
at the National Hockey 
League draft, Pasma, then 
adefencemanforthe Corn- 
wall (now Newmarket) Roy- 
als of the Ontario Hockey 
League, was chosen in the 
. second round, 30th overall 
I bythe Washington Capitals. He'd 
' had a solid rookie season in the 
OHL playing with first round Wash- 
ington selection John Slaney and 
superstar winger Owen Nolan. 
. Nolan was the first overall choice 
of Quebec in that draft while 
Slaney went ninth overall to the 
Caps. Cornwall's starring three 
looked bound for glory. 
Three years later Nolan is on the 
brink of stardom with a 41 -goal 
season in his pocket. Slaney is 
toiling in the American Hockey 
League with the Baltimore 
Skipjacks but could be playing in 
Washington by next season. And 
Pasma— well, he's yet to sign a 
pro contract, and, afterthree years 
with three teams in the OHL. his 
pro dreams could be dead. 
"My agent advised me not to sign 
with Washington a few years ago 
because he said the money wasn't 
good enough," explains Pasma. 
Pasma went back into the NHL 
draft this past June but went 
unselected through 10 rounds. 
Any team could have had him but 
none bothered. 
"I found that kind of strange. My 




agent talked to several teams 
which seemed interested in me, 
but none of them chose me," said 
the Georgetown, Ontario native. 
Pasma, who's now 20, could have 
gone back to the OHL for a fourth 
season as an over age player, but 
decided, after talking with VEES' 
coach Stu Duncan, that studying 
Law and Justice and playing at 
Laurentian was the place for him. 
"I always enjoyed coming to Sud- 
bury for games while I played in 
the OHL. It was a long trip but this 
is one of the best cities for hockey 
in the league, the crowd support 
was good, and I liked the city," 
says Pasma. 

The big blueliner spent time with 
Kingston, where he was traded 
for star winger Nathan Lafayette 
in January of 1991 and went to 
Kitchener in January of 1992. He 
never approached the talent level 
he showed in his rookie season 
and injuries also took their toll. 
He admits he has to work hard on 
his skating, particularly his quick- 
ness and lateral movement. And 
showing more of a mean streak is 
almost a necessity in someone of 



his size at the pro hockey 
level. 

But Pasma wants another 
chance and hopes for a 
free agent try-out. perhaps 
with one of the new ex- 
pansion teams, for this 
coming September. 
"I have a new agent now 
and he'll be talking to some 
teams in the hopes that I 
can get a chance to make 
a team," says Pasma. He 
adds that if it doesn't work 
out, he'll be happy to re- 
turn to Laurentian to con- 
tinue his education and 
keep his hand in with the 
hockey Vees. 
A good friend of former 
Wolves star Adam 
Bennett, with whom he 
grew up in Georgetown, Pasma 
keeps in contact by phone. The 
two see each other a great deal 
over the summer as well. 
Bennett has f lad his own growing 
pains in trying to break onto the 
overcrowded defense-situation 
with Chicago. Chosen sixth over- 
all by the Blackhawks in 1989, 
Bennett finished his career in 
Sudbury in 1991 . He played all of 
last year with the Indianapolis Ice 
of the International Hockey 
League. This season, he's played 
in a dozen games with Chicago 
but has spent most of the season 
with the Ice. 

"Adam told me he really enjoyed 
Sudbury and that had a big effect 
on my coming here. Sometimes 
when we talk on the phone he'll 
say, 'Pas. I wish I was back in 
university like you are. It must be 
great. They have so many rules 
up here.' That makes me realize 
I'm in good shape." 
Pasma has contributed a few 
points in the 500 season being 
enjoyed by one of the best 
Laurentian hockey teams in years. 
He's dismayed by the prospect

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Scandal At The Athletic Department: Negligence and Extreme Prejudice con-t from page 2 



The process for evaluating the 
teams has been set up either through 
serious incompetence and negligence or 
delit)erate malice against the track team 
and a number of other teams. 

Part of the committee's research 
was based on criteria set for ranking of the 
athletic teams at L.U.. This is outlined 
under process, on page 4 of the secret 
report. There was a total score possible of 
100 points. Certain weight was given to 
1 criteria. 

Reasonable access to the train- 
ing and competition facility was given 18 
points. However the notion of "reason- 
able" was not clearly defined. It is not dear 
if a team with good access to the facilities 
gets points while the teams with poor 
access to facilities or a total lack of ttiem 
Is compensated in their performance for 
the lack of them. In that case the Track 
team should have received above the 18 
points for the purpose of compensating 
their performance level in competition. 

The maximum of 18 points was 
given to the availability of coaching as 
well. Unfortunately only one track coach is 
affordable. Yet, the large diversification of 
the sport requires a sprint coach , throwing 
coach, jumping coach and a distance 



coach. Rick Carleton specializes in the 
distances. That leaves three other areas 
poorly coached. One individual simply 
cannot do all that successfully. Therefore 
such teams should be compensated by 
having an above 18 points scored in their 
performance. 

A great deal of consistency in 
favoring the basketball teams is shown by 
the committee in setting the criteria of 
cultural relevance. It was given only a 
maximum of two points. Thie assured high 
ranking of Hockey would be a detrimentto 
the Basketball teamsl Unfortunately, only 
a few errors can be exposed because of 
the limited space of this article. 

The selection of this committee is 
also questionable in a number of areas. 
Firstly who has selected these people? 
Secondly, it is unclear on what basis were 
Mark Green, Jean Warwic, Joan Mantle 
and Esko Vaink) recruited? Was it accu- 
rate for them to recruit these memtiers to 
represent the community? Their creden- 
tials remain a hazy maze of probable 
personal prejudice. 

Shockingly, there was a total ab- 
sence of direct input of student athletes on 
the committee. This a blatant error . 

The greater evidence of deliber- 



ate negligence is in the fact that in coming 
up with ttiese figures the reports of Ken 
Sidney, the Cross Country Ski coach and 
Rick Carieton's report were not taken into 
consideratk}n. Carleton was hospitalized 
at the time, while Sidney's results where 
neglected because he did not rank all the 
sports. One can see the kigic in Sidney's 
decision, since it is rare that a specialist in 
one sport can make a truly expert decision 
on another. Carieton cakujlated tfiat re- 
sults may have been altered by as much 
as 12%-16%, -"Much more if we took a 
biased approach". 

Rnally one major aspect was 
totally omitted. The cost per each athlete 
on the team was left out. Rgures after all 
are factual summatk>n of wfio are tfie 
biggest spenders. 

The Track team receives a total of 
$6000 for its budget. Like the Hockey 
team , thie Track team raised another 1 00% 
to bolster the txjdget and competed suc- 
cessfully, despite the fiscal handicap. 
The Hockey team began to show improve- 
ments as well. Yett>oth teams futures are 
uncertain at best and tragic at worst 

It is evident that there is ideologi- 
cal bias arising as well. Gender parity Is 
an issue. The Hockey team has an obvi- 



ous disadvantage: they simply won't 
change their sex. Furthermore their repu- 
tation for brawling and heavy partying is 
also a burden. 

The track team might have an 
easier time with gender parity. After all 
there have been three OWIAA medals 
and one CIAU medal from tfie women. 

It's evident that tfie two Peters 
want to strengthen tfieir basketball teams. 
It seams Laurentian will become a com- 
mercialized basketball camp. It is unclear 
where their motivation will lead from there? 
Potentially this is about monopolizing the 
athletic budget pie. In the mean time, their 
personal goals run directly in conflict with 
the Track team. Hockey team. Cross-coun- 
try team and... it is not known where it will 
end. The stakes are real, and the student 
athletes have the most to tose. 

It is evident that the committee 
and the executive of the Athletic depart- 
ment are not interested in genuinely ben- 
efiting the teams or the athletes involved. 
Instead , draconian cuts are de rigueur. 
The Athletic Department making budget- 
ary cuts Is not a sign of fiscal responsibility 
but a symptom of poor administrative plan- 
ning. It sfiould serve as a resource centre 
for the teams on how they can organize 



better, raise funds and attract corporate 
sponsors to supplement their existing 
budget Instead the Athletic department 
is synonymous with the ax men. 

Instead, the SGA executive has 
been blind to all of this. Like on many 
issues they choose the comfortable ap- 
proach of occupying their offices instead 
of acting on this blatant oversight Cutting 
down on athletic diversity is definitively 
not their priority. Choosing executive 
rings commemorating their term of office 
Is their latest high priority. In the case of 
Simon Chapelle the V.P. External, he is 
too busy preparing for the elections. 

Questions also have to be asked 
where is it that tfie track coaches and 
hockey coaches have been up to this 
point It seems that they did not work 
constructively until the crisis came ak>ng. 
It is they who that should have been on tt>e 
front line of maintaining healthy environ- 
ments for their teams. 

Under these conditions of neglect 
and manipulatkin, it is blatantly appalling 
to see the basketball teams travel to com- 
petitnns in buses with cok>r TV's while tfie 
track team takes 1 7 people in a 1 5 people 
van to the track meets. The hypocrisy is 
eippallingi
